Our  WILLAMETTE  VALLEY  roses  are  ACCLI¬ 
MATED  to  Northwest  conditions.  Don’t  risk 
roses  grown  in  other  sections  where  climatic 
conditions  are  different.  Often  they  will  not 
prove  hardy.  Our’s  are  acclimated  yet  they 
cost  no  more. 

GRADES  OF  ROSES.  We  grade  our  roses  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Oregon  Grade  Law. 

NO.  1  GRADE  consists  of  clean,  healthy  plants  that 
have  three  or  more  strong  canes  of  16  inches 
and  up  in  length,  except  for  baby  roses  which 
have  four  or  more  canes  10  inches  and  up. 

MEDIUM  GRADE  consists  of  plants  with  two  or 
more  strong  canes  14  inches  and  up,  except 
baby  roses  which  have  three  or  more  strong 
canes  10  inches  and  up. 

NO.  2  GRADE  consist  of  plants  with  two  or  more 
strong  canes  10  inches  and  up  in  length,  except 
for  baby  roses  which  have  two  or  more  canes 
8  inches  and  up.  (This  No.  2  grade  and  the 
cull  grade  is  the  type  usually  offered  at  chain 
and  department  stores  at  bargain  prices.  They 
will  usually  grow  but  seldom  give  the  satisfac¬ 
tion  that  the  stronger  plants  give.) 

WHEN  TO  PLANT.  Roses  can  be  planted  any 
time  that  the  plants  are  dormant.  The  season 
here  is  usually  from  mid-November  until  late 
in  February.  Roses  planted  before  Christmas 
do  better  than  the  later  planting  if  planted  as 
we  suggest  below. 


FINE  ROSES 


HOW  TO  PLANT.  Plant  deep  enough  so  that  the 
hud  (this  is  the  crook  appearing  about  2 
inches  above  the  roots)  will  be  about  2 
inches  below  the  level  of  the  ground.  Then 
heap  the  dirt  up  around  the  plant  until  it  is 
about  6  inches  above  the  ground  line.  This 
protection  prevents  freezing  in  severe  winters. 
Hoe  this  ridge  down  to  the  level  of  the  sur¬ 
rounding  ground  after  freeze  danger  is  over. 
If  all  roses  are  protected  in  this  manner  you 
will  seldom  lose  a  rose  from  winter  injury.  It 
may  freeze  back  to  the  ground  level  but  will 
grow  from  there.

We  find  that  the  novice  seldom  orders  single  roses 
but  after  he  becomes  a  fancier  his  delight  in 
these  dainty  roses  increases  rapidly.  Some  of 
the  most  beautiful  bedding  roses  are  single 
varities.  To  get  the  most  effect  from  singles 
plant  in  beds  by  themselves.  Three  or  four 
bushes  of  a  kind  in  a  bed  make  a  beautiful 
display.
